MIAMI (AP) —- An Eastern Air

Rescue workers continued to pull 
surv iv ors from the wreckage, water 
and muck in the early morning 
darkness, and the search for the liv ing 
and the dead continued past dawn 
today . 
Eastern said at least 8 8 persons 
surv iv ed. 
The big, wide-bodied Ix jckheed L1011 
went down 
in desolate, 
v irtually 
inaccessible swampland, seriously 
hampering rescue efforts. 
Helicopters and v olunteer driv ers of 
airboats—shallowdraft boats that can 
skim ov er the swamp—were pressed 
into serv ice. 
“ We think we got all of them (sur­ 
v iv ors) out,” one of the rescuers said 
as the count reached 8 8 , “ but we’ll go 
back when it’s light to look for more.” 
One passenger said a stewardess led 
the surv iv ors in singing Christmas 
carols until the first rescue helicopter 
arriv ed, about 30 minutes after the 
crash. “ It’s the worst thing I’v e ev er 
seen in my life,” said Bill Hodges of 
Miami, a Coast Guard helicopter 
copilot. “ Bodies were all ov er the 
place. There were more dead than 
aliv e.” 
“ J ust two pieces of the plane were 
intact, the tail and a section of the 
cabin,” Hodges said. “ The rest of the 
plane was in a thousand pieces.” 
The L1011, Eastern’s Flight 401 en 
route to Miami from New York’s 
Kennedy International Airport, went 
down about 17 miles northwest of 


Miami International. 
Martin Siminerio, 22, of Ding Island, 
one of the surv iv ors, said there was no 
word from the pilot, no ex plosion and 
almost no warning before the plane hit. 
“ The plane was fly ing fine,” 
Siminerio said. “ We just went down 
slightly and then came back up. I 
thought nothing of it. The nex t thing I 
knew we hit.” 
The plane slammed into a marsh 
about 300 y ards off the Tamiami Trail, 
a state highway that cuts across the 
Ev erglades from Miami to Florida’s 
west coast. 
Despite its nearness to the road, the 
wreckage was accessible only by 
helicopter,

airplane propellors. In Washington, a 
Federal Av iation Administration 
spokesman said the crash was the first 
fatal accident inv olv ing a Boeing 747, 
Douglas DC10 or an L1011, the new 
generation of jumbo jets.

REA Shakeup Brings Protests 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The historic 
federal program which brought 
electricity to rural America with low 
interest loans from tax funds wil1 be 
ended Jan. I and converted to a private 
financial venture. 
The Nixon adm inistration, de­ 
termined to hold the line on fede ., 
spending, ordered the shakeup Friday. 
Officials think it will save the govern­ 
ment up to $179 million this fiscal year. 
But representatives of rural electric 
cooperatives are bristling over the 
switch and have vowed to fight the 
move by enlisting help from Congress. 
Under the order, announced by the 
Agriculture Department, the Rural 
E lectrification A dm inistration will 
continue handling the loans but at 
more than double the low 2 per cent 
interest rate now in effect. 
More significant, however, is the end 
of RFI A’s practice of nearly 40 years of 
making direct loans from federal 
funds. In the future, all will be fi­ 
nanced by sales of governm ent 
securities to private investors.

A casualty of the 
Battle of Mobile Bay, the ironclad 
warship was located in 1967 after more 
than a century at the bottom of the 
bay. 


The Smithsonian hopes to recover 
and refurbish the warship as part of a 
plan to establish an armed forces 
museum. A part of it would be on the 
Potomac River near 
the nation’s 
capital. 
Pyne said Expeditions Unlimited 
had raised $750,000 in private funds for 
the recovery operation and had spent 
$126,000 of its own money before it 
learned that it did not have exclusive 
media rights. 
After the firm had been awarded 
“the prime contract to recover the 
vessel,” said Pyne, the Smithsonian 
began changing budget requirements 
and .stopped the firm from continuing 
the project. 
The 225-foot Tecum seh, alm ost 
overturned, is buried in deep mud in 
about 30 feet of water at the mouth of 
Mobile Bay, a few hundred yards off­ 
shore from Ft Morgan. In the .summer 
of 1864, Rear Adm. Farragut entered 
Mobile Bay to close one of the South’s 
last remaining ports.

Normally, we have more fruits and 
nuts around the home during the 
holiday season than other times of the 
year. lasting quality of these foods is 
related to storage temperatures and 
other handling conditions. 
First, select good quality fruits and 
nuts that show no signs of bruises or 
insect and disease damage. Unshelled 
nuts such as walnuts and pecans will 
sink in water if the meats are well 
developed. Defective nuts will float. A 
darkening of the nut shell is another 
indication of low quality. 
Apples and nuts held at 35 to 40 
degree temperatures retain quality 
longer than when kept at higher 
temperatures. Low temperatures 
retard the development of soft fruit 
and stale and rancid nuts. 
Watch for odor absorption. Odors 
from onions and some other foods may 
be absorbed by apples and pears. 
Separate items that have prominent 
and characteristic odors. 
Be sure your car is holiday-safe. 
Brakes should be adjusted and 
equalized. Balanced braking pressure 
is essential on slippery roads. Check 
for proper working lights. Clean lenses 
of dirt and road grime. Wipers and 
defrosters are important to your 
safety. ’These items should be in top 
shape to keep the windshield clear 
inside and out. 
A leaky exhaust system should be 
corrected immediately. Always drive 
with a window partly opened, par­ 
ticularly if you suspect a faulty 
exhaust system. The amount of tire 
tread is a measure of life or death. You 
must have enough tread to bite into 
snow in order to stop. Chains or snow 
tire studs help on icy roads. The bat­ 
tery and ignition system should be 
operating properly, too. You wouldn’t 
want to be stranded along the highway 
in freezing weather or a snow blizzard. 
Give your car the proper care and it 
will give you the proper protection.

There will be no more feeding of 
diethylstilbestrol (Des) to livestock 
after December 31,1972. The Food and 
Drug 
Administration 
(FD A ), 
Washington, D.C., has banned the 
feeding of DES in any form after that 
date. 
Apparently some feeders have 
misinterpreted the ruling to indicate 
that supplements containing DES can 
be fed after January 1, 1973, provided 
it was purchased prior to that date. To 
dispell that misunderstanding, Ex­ 
tension 
Animal Science Specialist 
Randall Reed, at The Ohio State 
University, cautions that it will be 
illegal to feed DES in any form, 
regardless of the supply on hand, after 
January 1, 1973. 
According to Homer Smith, D.V.M., 
FDA representative in Cincinnati, 
there will be sopt checks to determine 
whether or not the ruling is being 
observed. 
It is still permissable, however, to 
use DES implants since there has been 
no ruling to date affecting the use of 
implants, Dr. Reed advises. For in­ 
formation on the use and benefits of 
implants, contact Randall Reed, 2029 
Fyffe Road, Columbus, Ohio 43210.

Dairymen are faced with a tough 
decision. With a shortage of hay in 
several areas of Ohio, dairymen must 
decide whether to sell part of their 
cows or buy some high priced feed and 
keep the cows, says Wallace Taylor, 
Extension Dairy Specialist at The Ohio 
State University. 
So, for those dairymen who are 
selling off part of the herd, Taylor 
suggests careful selection of out going 
animals. ’There are many factors to 
consider in deciding which cows to cull 
and when to cull them, he says. 
First, make an inventory of the feed 
on hand and determine how much you 
are going to be short for the year. This

are some of the factors to consider in 
setting up a culling procedure? After 
determining if you have enough heifers 
coining up to keep the herd size up, set 
up a check list, suggests Taylor. 
1. Is the cow’s production 20 percent 
below herd average? This is referred 
to as relative value on the DHIA 
records program. 
2. Is she an old cow? On the average, 
one-third of the herd is sold each year, 
so the average lifespan of a dairy cow 
in the milking herd is three years. 
3. Does she have a record of milk 
fever? 
4. Does she have a record of 
mastitis? 
5. Does she have a record of breeding 
trouble? 
6. Is she a hard milker? 
7. Does she have trouble calving? 
8. Is she freshening at the wrong 
time of year? 
9. Is she in good condition? 
10. Is the price of beef good? 
11. Does she have a good disposition? 
12. Will she have a 
long non­ 
productive dry period? 
These factors will help you rate each 
cow and aid in the culling decision. To 
determine the feed cost for a cow, 
figure her feed on a daily basis. This 
means measuring, or at least carefully 
estimating, the amount of feed the cow 
is getting. Then, by using the current 
prices of feeds, you can calculate what 
the feed cost per day comes to on a 
particular animal, 'explains Taylor. 
Next, you will want to figure the 
income over feed cost. Calculate the 
value of the cow’s production for a day. 
Use the current milk price and 
determine her value of product 
produced. Subtract the feed cost from 


will help you decide whether to sell or 
hold. The decision might be to sell 
some cows, or buy some more feed, or 
tighten up and reaccess your feeding 
program. 
Yearling heifers, for example, can 
get along on poor quality hay, if they 
are fed adequate concentrates for 
energy and growth. Without the 
roughage, however, you can get into 
low fat test problems and digestive 
disorders, he says.

Normally, we have m ore fruits and 
nuts around the home during the 
holiday season than other times of the 
year. lasting quality of these foods is 
related to storage tem peratures and 
other handling conditions. 
First, select good quality fruits and 
nuts that show no signs of bruises or 
insect and disease dam age. Unshelled 
nuts such as walnuts and pecans will 
sink in water if the m eats are well 
developed. Defective nuts will float. A 
darkening of the nut shell is another 
indication of low quality. 
Apples and nuts held at 35 to 40 
degree tem peratures retain quality 
longer than when kept at higher 
tem p eratu res. Low tem p eratu res 
retard the development of soft fruit 
and stale and rancid nuts. 
Watch for odor absorption. Odors 
from onions and some other foods may 
be absorbed by apples and pears. 
Separate items that have prominent 
and characteristic odors. 
Be sure your car is holiday-safe. 
B rak es should be ad ju sted and 
equalized. Balanced braking pressure 
is essential on slippery roads. Check 
for proper working lights. Clean lenses 
of dirt and road grim e. Wipers and 
defrosters are im portant to your 
safety. These items should be in top 
shape to keep the windshield clear 
inside and out. 
A leaky exhaust system should be 
corrected immediately. Always drive 
with a window partly opened, par­ 
ticularly if you suspect 
a faulty 
exhaust system. The am ount of tire 
tread is a measure of life or death. You 
m ust have enough tread to bite into 
snow in order to stop. Chains or snow 
tire studs help on icy roads. The bat­ 
tery and ignition system should be 
operating properly, too. You wouldn’t 
want to be stranded along the highway 
in freezing weather or a snow blizzard. 
Give your car the proper care and it 
will give you the proper protection.

Randall Reed, at The Ohio State 
University, cautions that it will be 
illegal to feed DES in any form, 
regardless of the supply on hand, after 
January I, 1973.

So, for those dairym en who are 
selling off part of the herd, Taylor 
suggests careful selection of out going 
anim als. There are m any factors to 
consider in deciding which cows to cull 
and when to cull them, he says. 
F irst, make an inventory of the feed 
on hand and determine how much you 
are going to be short for the year. This

On the average, 
one-third of the herd is sold each year, 
so the average lifespan of a dairy cow 
rn the milking herd is three years.

Then, by using the current 
prices of feeds, you can calculate what 
the feed cost per day comes to on a 
particular anim al, 'explains Taylor. 
Next, you will want to figure the 
income over feed cost.

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P )— Sen. 
Stanley J. Aronoff, R-Cincinnati, said 
Friday that he would re-introduce a 
bill into the .Senate possibly Monday, 
that would attem pt to lower the age of 
responsibility, except for alcohol, to 18- 
year-olds. 
Aronoff sponsored the ratification of 
the U.S. Constitution legislation that 
gave 18-yearolds the right to vote. 
The new legislation, covering more 
than IOO sections of the Ohio code, is 
identical to the one tile Senate passed 
May 30, except that the earlier bill 
would have permitted youths to pur­ 
chase alcohol. 
Aronoff said the part dealing with 
alcohol, which caused the bill to die in 
the House, was not considered “a 
critical part” of the legislation. 
“ I informed the House mem bers that 
I would suoDort either version for 
more than seven months, but they 
continued to hide behind the alcohol 
provision and refused to even have 
hearings on the bill,” he said. 
I/iwering the age of responsibility 
would enable those 18 to 21 to enter into 
contracts on their own and to sue or be 
sued, among other things that apply to 
those 21 or older.

“In a well man ag ed compan y the 
au ditors don ’t make the fig u res. They 
hav e n othin g to do with produ cin g 
them. They on ly v erify them.” 
While man y corporate officials will 
ag ree with this v iew, con siderably 
fewer will join J.B. in his attitu de 
toward forecastin g what shareholders 
mig ht ex pect in the y ear to come. 
“It won ’t make me an y frien ds in the 
corporate world,” he ag reed.

Take the Apollo program. Contrary 
to what is widely believed, the moon 
program was not a waste of money but 
a bargin at the price. The orbiting 
scientific 
and 
communications 
satellites — spinoffs from the space 
program — will soon probably be 
worth more than the entire cost of 
NASA. And the other spinoff products 
can be enumerated almost endlessly: 
c o m p u t e r 
d e v e l o p m e n t s , 
miniaturization (with all its medical 
and industrial implications), advances 
in optics, astronomy, electronics, 
engineering, aeronautics, physics. 
The logic of the Apollo program’s 
development — and spectacular 
success — pointed to the establishment 
of a permanent base or colony on the 
moon, preparatory to further ex­ 
ploration of the solar system and 
probes into the outer reaches of space. 
Now all this has been halted, and the 
program reduced to the orbiting sky­ 
lab and the space shuttle, a minimum, 
underfunded effort. 
James Burnham, a senior editor of 
National Review, believes that the 
great political division shaping up in 
America may be between yea-sayers 
and nay-sayers, between those who 
desire to shape, create, command, 
expand, and those who desire the 
opposite. 
The seventh novel of the brilliant 
young (30) writer Keith Mano, called 
“ The 
Bridge,”

“limiters” with death, and, since life 
itself necessarily entails “pollution,” 
views the ecology movement as in­ 
volved, at the deepest levels, with the 
desire for death.

existence. 
The most elaborate electronic 
devices amplify .sounds and bring to 
the deaf a world of humor, laughter, 
and social adjustment. Early detection 
of deafness is the ultimate goal of ear 
doctors everywhere. When once a 
hearing impairment is recognized, 
training is begun at as early as six 
months or a year of age. The I^exington 
School for the Deaf, a model for 
hearing institutions all over America, 
hopes eventually to integrate all 
children with a hearing deficienty into 
schools where hearing and non­ 
hearing students can learn and grow 
together.

lollars annually. 
The problem of handling all this 
Material has given rise to a new 
jrofession — records management — 
*ays Dr. Maxwell Pollack, president of 
Van Dyk Research Corp., of Whip- 
jany, N.J., a firm active in com­ 
munications technology. 
Dr. Pollack predicts that in the 
future this (japer blizzard will intensify 
rather than lessen and have far- 
reaching effects on the economy. 
“More paperwork is inevitable in a 
fast-paced and increasingly com­ 
puterized world,” he said. “ The 
profusion of electronic machines in of­ 
fices will not cut employe levels but 
add to them, thus creating a need for 
new legions of Girl F'ridays, 
“The clerical work force is growing 
five times faster than the general 
population, and now receives about $80 
billion a year in salaries.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The nation’s 
<*< onomy is ex pected to continu e its 
last-paced growth in 1973, bu t the rate 
<>! inflation lu rks as a major problem 
for I Resident Nix on”s economic po­ 
licy makers. 
Ihibliely committed against raising 
tax es, Nix on faces some important 
economic derisions in the nex t 12 
months centering arou nd keeping 
federal spending u nder rein. 
Congress also will play an important 
role. If it shou ld pass a major tax 
reform bill or step u p the pace of 
federal spending, the impact on the 
economy wou ld be profou nd. 
The economic ou tlook is for con­ 
tinu ed recov ery . Both priv ate and 
gov ernment economists forecast a rise 
of abou t 6 per cent in the market v alu e 
of goods and serv ices in terms of 
noninflated or “real dollars.” Prices 
are ex pected to go u p abou t 3.5 per 
cent. 
The ou tlook is remarkably close to 
what is actu ally occu rring in 1972, bu t 
with one m ajor difference. The 
economy doesn’t hav e as mu ch slack 
as it (lid at this time last y ear.

MANAGUA (AP) — The earthqu ake 
that dev astated Nicaragu a’s capital 
early last Satu rday morning cau ght 
Howard Hu ghes in his tightly gu arded 
half of the sev enth floor of the In­ 
tercontinental Hotel, where the 
billionaire reclu se had been holed u p 
since Au gu st. 
The py ramid-shaped hotel cracked, 
and the ninth floor mov ed to one side 
and tilted. 
The power went ou t 
throu ghou t the city and Hu ghes, who 
reportedly has a fear of death by 
natu ral disaster, had to descend a 
darkened stairw ay to leav e the 
bu ilding. 
His aides pu t him in a rented car and 
drov e him abou t a mile to the home of 
Gen. Anastasio Somoza, Nicaragu a’s 
strong man and a close friend. 
Somoza said Hu ghes’ prime concern 
was to leav e the cou ntry ; that he of­ 
fered no assistance in the earthqu ake 
emergency . 
“He was fairly distu rbed,” said the 
general. “He’s u sed to liv ing in places 
where they don’t hav e earthqu akes.” 
Somoza checked with the airport and 
was told the ru nway appeared u n­ 
damaged. So Hu ghes left and ap­ 
parently was driv en directly to his 
Lear jet parked there, bu t the plane 
did not leav e immediately . 
The specu lation is that Hu ghes 
waited u ntil he saw other aircraft take 
off safely .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Encou raged 
by the interest in its fast East Coast 
trains, Amtrak say s it will begin 
ru nning fou r high-speed passenger 
trains in the Midwest by nex t su mmer. 
The trains will ru n on Chicago- 
M ilwau kee and St. I/)u isChicago 
rou tes, and are capable of operational 
speeds of u p to 100 miles per hou r, Am­ 
trak said Wednesday . 
“We are conv inced with the elec­ 
trified Metroliners in the Washington- 
New York corridor that the pu blic is 
eager 
to 
hav e 
m odern, 
high- 
performance railway serv ice,” said 
Amtrak President Roger Lewis. 
The new trains, howev er, will not be 
electric bu t powered by airplane-ty pe, 
gas-tu rbine engines. They hav e a low 
center of grav ity and can operate fas­ 
ter than conv entional trains on 
ex isting tracks, l*wis said. 
Two of the trains will be leased from 
the French National Railway s, which 
has operated similar ones at av erage 
speeds of 75 miles an hou r. Amtrak has 
an option to bu y the trains, bu ilt by 
ANF-Frangero, at a cost of $2.2 million 
each, I,ewis said. 
Two other trains, bu ilt by United 
A ircraft Corp. for the Canadian 
National Railway , will be pu rchased 
for $4.1 million each. These fou r-car 
sets hav e been operated in actu al 
serv ice at ov er 100 miles an hou r, Am­ 
trak said. 
Amtrak, su bsidized by the federal 
gov ernment, is formally known as tl» e 
National Railroad Pu ssenger Corp.

That phrase has nev er been defined. 
Nix on ended u ncertainty abou t his 
attitu de on continu ing wage-price 
controls, 
annou ncing 
early 
in 
December he wou ld ask Congress for 
an ex tension of the Economic Stabili­ 
zation Act which ex pires April 30. 
'ITie President left in dou bt how long 
an ex tension wou ld be sou ght as well 
as any proposed changes. Bu t he did 
relay throu gh Treasu ry Secretary 
George P. Shu ltz word that a modified 
control sy stem wou ld be established 
before nex t April 30. This presu mably 
will be lu ng-awaited Phase III. 
Not to be pu shed into the backgrou nd 
by the emphasis on controls is the 
administration’s efforts to control 
federal spending. For the fiscal y ear 
that ends nex t Ju ne 30, the lY-esident 
wants to keep spending to $250 billion, 
bu t he mu st withhold sev eral billion 
dollars v oted by Congress to achiev e 
this goal. 
The fiscal 1974 bu dget that will be 
su bmitted to Congress in a few weeks 
will be an au stere one, officials in the 
Office of Management and Bu dget in­ 
dicate. Ju st the same, it will be dif­ 
ficu lt to keep the bu dget from being a 


tool for triggering inflation. 
The bu dget deficit for fiscal 1973 is 
ex pected to approach $30 billion. In 
fiscal 1974, the administration will try 
to hold it u nder that amou nt. 
Bu t the important thing is whether 
the bu dget is in deficit on a “fu ll-

As Nix on’s officials describe it, this

theoretical limit: the amou nt of money 
the nation’s tax sy stem wou ld produ ce 
if the economy were operating at 4 per 
cent u nem ploy m ent. This m eans 
deficits in bad or slack economic 
times. It meaas su rplu ses in good or 
relativ ely good times. 
Bu t if the bu dget ev er goes bey ond 
this theoretical ceiling, it is considered 
to be inflation-inv iting fiscal policy 
The ou tlook for fiscal 1973 and fiscal 
1974 is for two fu ll-employ ment bu dget 
deficits u nless tighter spending con­ 
trols are adopted. 
Democratic economists believ e the 
administration is ov erly concerned 
with this problem at this time, say ing 
the economic recov ery that began in 
late 1971 has y et to bring the nation fu ll 
prosperity . They say the Repu blican 
administration can’t stand enou gh of a 
good thing. 
The months ahead also will deter­ 
mine how Nix on’s new economic setu p 
will work.

Amtrak Sets 
Fast Trains 
In Midwest 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Encouraged 
by the interest in its fast East Coast 
trains, Amtrak says it will begin 
running four high-speed passenger 
trains in the Midwest by next summer. 
The trains will run on Chicago- 
M ilwaukee and St. IiOuisChicago 
routes, and are capable of operational 
speeds of up to IOO miles per hour, Am­ 
trak said Wednesday. 
“We are convinced with the elec­ 
trified Metroliners in the Washington- 
New York corridor that the public is 
eager 
to 
have 
m odern, 
high- 
performance railway service,” said 
Amtrak President Roger Lewis. 
The new trains, however, will not be 
electric but powered by airplane-type, 
gas-turbine engines. They have a low 
center of gravity and can operate fas­ 
ter than conventional train s on 
existing tracks, I>ewis said. 
Two of the trains will be leased from 
the French National Railways, which 
has operated similar ones at average 
speeds of 75 miles an hour. Amtrak has 
an option to buy the trains, built by 
ANF-Frangero, at a cost of $2.2 million 
each, Lewis said. 
Two other trains, built by United 
A ircraft Corp. for the C anadian 
National Railway, will be purchased 
for $4.1 million each. These four-car 
sets have been operated in actual 
service at over IOO miles an hour, Am­ 
trak said. 
Amtrak, subsidized by the federal 
government, is formally known as tile 
National Railroad Passenger Corp.

Removal O f Cognovit Note 
From Ohio Law Proposed 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - An Ohio 
credit official says removal of the 
cognovit note from Ohio law would 
decrease the number of personal bank­ 
ruptcies rn the state. 
Harry E. Fuller, chairman of the 
board and chief executive office of 
Capital Finance Corp., called the 
cognovite note “a dark ages creditor 
remedy.” 
Buyers waive their right to any 
notice 
of 
garnishees 
on 
their 
paychecks when they sign cognovit 
notes. If they fail to make a payment, 
the note is introduced into court as a 
legal document. It is proof of the debt. 
For several years, there have been 
attempts to get the note outlawed. The 
Ohio Bankers Association has been 
against its removal. 
Fuller said widespread use of the 
note forced many Ohioans into 
bankruptcy. He said 1972 fiscal year 
figures show that Ohio was second to 
Seek Ways

California in the number of personal 
bankruptcies. /Ohio 
had 
14,310. 
California had 27,670. 
He said Michigan, with a network of 
counselling services throughout the 
suite, had die best record in reducing 
bankrupts les. They dropped from 8,- 
055 in 19/7 to 5,157 in fiscal 1972. 
All three states, however, are among 
12 which have had decreased in per­ 
sonal bankruptcies since 1967, a record 
year for the three. 
Fuller said most of the state’s where 
drops were noted had debt-counselling 
service. He said three are operated in 
Ohio—Columbus, 
Cleveland 
and 
Akron. 
Non-profit, 
community-sijonsored 
counselling services is a proven 
alternative to the cognovit note, he 
said. 
“ These 
services 
are 
helping 
thousands of Ohioans find their way 
out of debt,” he said. “ I hate to think 
what our bankruptcy figure would be 
without them.” 
Another push to outlaw the cognovit 
note is expected in the 110th General 
Assembly that convenes Jan. I. 


Propane Gas Execu**on 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
grain farmers need more than 20 
million gallons of propane gas and 
Tenneco, Inc., of Houston, Texas has 
the supplies of fuel, but no adequate 
way of shipping it to the Buckeye 
State. 
A spokesman for Tenneco said 
Saturday, “ We have IOO million 
gallons in stock and have offered to 
make it available to the distressed 
areas.” But the spokesman added, 
“ The problem is one of tran­ 
sportation.” 
The Texas company said Ohio of­ 
ficials have been advised additional 
propane supplies are available if they 
can find the barges to supplement 
conventional pipeline, rail and truck 
facilities, which are operating at 
capacity. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan has asked the 
aid of the U.S. Office of Emergency 
Preparedness to solve the problem of 
transporting the propane. 
The fuel is needed by Ohio farmers, 
particularly in the northwest, to dry 
their corn and soybean crops at a time 
when homes and business need the gas 
for heating. 
The federal emergency office said 
only two companies operate the barges 
capable of carrying the propane, and 
one of the company’s has been supply­ 
ing a Paducah, Ky., plastics firm with 
its daily requirement. 
The agency said efforts were being 
made to divert the propane barges to 
areas of need.

Of Skyjackers 


Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The new 
Congress will be asked to permit the 
execution of skyjackers and to create a 
federal force to police airports. 
Rep. John M. Murphy, DN.Y., in 
announcing his legislative proposal 
Friday, said it is “ an attempt to stave 
off drastic action by the world’s com­ 
mercial pilots.’V 
John J. O’Donnell, president of the 
Air I jne Pilots Association, who joined 
Murphy at a news conference, en­ 
dorsed the legislation. It “goes a long 
way toward solving the problems,” 
O’Donnell said. 
Murphy criticized the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s antihijack plans, saying 
they put the burden of domestic airport 
protection on local authorities. Such an 
approach, 
he said, is 
“ totally 
inadequate and doomed to prove 
ineffective.” 
The air hijacking problem, Murphy 
said, “ is continuing to grow, par­ 
ticularly in scope and motivation— 
blackmail on a massive international 
scale, and political extortion have be­ 
come common manifestations.” 
Under 
the 
Murphy 
proposal, 
hijackers could be executed or put in 
prison for a mandatory minimum 25 
years. A $50-million-per-year air- 
transit security force would be set up 
in the Federal Aviation Administration 
“to police the nation’s airports against 
hijackers.” There would be mandatory 
screening of all passengers and carry­ 
on baggage by weapons-detection 
devices. 
The proposal would authorize the 
President to suspend air service 
between the United States and any 
nation which harbors hijackers or 
refuses to return hijacked planes. 
Sweden Is Told 


Not To Send 
New Ambassador 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The State 
Department has informed the Swedish 
government that the new ambassador- 
designate from Stockholm “should not 
come to Washington at this time,” U.S. 
sources said Friday night. 
The State Department had no official 
comment but sources said privately 
the action is another in a series of 
expressions of American displeasure 
over Sweden’s persistent criticism of 
the U.S. bombing of North Vietnam. 
Sweden had planned to send as 
ambassador Yngve Moeller, editor-in- 
chief of the Socialist newspaper Ar- 
betarbladet and also a member of the 
Swedish parliament. According to 
sources, the United States has nothing 
against Moeller personally and the 
decision to ask him to remain in 
Stockholm for the time being was 
related entirely to Sweden’s energetic 
opposition to the U.S. policy in Viet­ 
nam.
